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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Konishi's reference 
didn't teach of determinig a sustainable data transfer rate between a data appliance and an external memory medium. The applicant also 
argues that Konishi's reference, according to paragraph 0069, teachs of a user selecting the mode, this is correct. However, the claim 
language is not specific enough to rule out a user selecting a transfering/recording mode. According to the applicant's claim, the claim 
doesn't state what is doing the "determination". This "determination" can come as a result of the insertion of the external card or a 
selection of transfer/record mode by the user, as Konishi teaches. According to paragraph 0137, by insertion of the card, video file will be 
transfer at a video mode between the card and data appliance, the camara. According to paragraph 0069, video file is transferred at a 
high bit rate, as the applicant also agreed. Also, for example, if someone would insert the card while the camara is on internet mode, no 
data would be able to be transferred, which would lead to the selection of the video mode. Base on this example, inserting the card is a 
form of determining the transfer rate. 

The claim doesn't preclude the user from "determining", as no limitations are stated on what does the determioning or how the determining 
is ultimately performed. Infact, when the user decided to insert the card, a determination has been made, and thus meets the claim as 
presently drafted. 
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
